Sooner or latei a broker, or 
so-called broker, will be heard from 
and he is the one that tries to make 
the sale. When you have received 
a market sheet for a while, and if 
it is followed up with communica­ 
tions from a brokerage house, go 
slow about parting with any moneys 
and communicate with the Secre­ 
tary’ of State’s Office. You may be 
saved a large loss. Remember you 
can oe cheated out of your money 
even when trying to buy a good 
bond or stock.’’
